Efforts were made to stop the

Marshal Hukriede reported at the 
Federal building and with other of- 
ficers returned to the _ vicinity 
where Anderson had left the train.

Anderson, accused of the murder 
of Louie Cheramie in November, 
1930, left St. Louis yesterday in 
custody of Hukriede, his son, Her- 
bert and William Leyhe, whom the 
marshal employed to assist him in 
guarding his prisoner. 


Accused, Under Old Law, of De- 
priving Man of Rights. 

Anderson was being taken to 
New Orleans to stand trial under 
an old section of the Federal penal 
code covering depriving a citizen 
of his rights. He could not be tried 
for murder, Government agents ex- 
plained, because of the absence of 
a corpus delicti. 
on and a fine of 35000 is the maxi- 
mum penalty for the offense ‘of 
which he is accused. 

Following the confession of 
Thomas Kehoe, 35-year-old _ St. 
Louisan held: in New Orleans, that 


he and Anderson planned the mur- 


der of the informer, and his state- 
ment that Anderson was the actual 
killer, police dragged the bayou 
where Kehoe said he and Ander- 
son had thrown the body. They 
recovered only a few bones, bound 
with wire to which sashweights 
had been attached, and a bottle 
of medicine such as was habitually 
‘carried by Cheramie. 

Anderson was arrested in a Del- 
mar boulevard rooming house a 
month ago. He denied knowledge 
of the murder, but assisted police 
in recovering 12 automobiles stolen 
in St. Louis by him and Kehoe af-

Erain Making Changes 
at Washington.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Amer- 
ican politics shook off today the 
grip of the stage coach era with the 
ratification by Missouri, the thirty- 
sixth state, of a twentieth amend- 
ment to the Constitution which 
proclaims that henceforth officials 
defeated at the ballot box shall 
have little voice in Government. 

In less than a year 36 states of 
the Union have ratified the la- e 
duck” amendment. Congress had 
taken 10 years to agree upon pro- 
posing it. It will go into effect 
next Oct. 15, controlling the terms 
of Congress and the President 
from then on. 

Speaker Garner pronounced es- 
tablishment of a new record in the 
ratification of the “Lame Duck” 
amendment today: “That, I think, 
gives us about the shortest ratifi- 
cation period for an amendment 
that it took about the longest time 
to submit.” 

It took Congress 10 years to act, 
mainly because as Garner recalled, 
his predecessor in the speakership, 
Longworth of Ohio, wanted one ses- 
sion of each Congress limited in 
length. 

“Since there is no limit now,” 
Garner said, “it will give Congress 
a better opportunity to pass legisla- 
tion. The new amendment will be 
helpful in a dozen different ways.” 

This is the first fundamental 
modernization in the Federal Gov- 
ernment since 1913, when the sev- 
enteenth amendment took election 
of Senators from the Legislatures 
and placed it directly in the hands 
of the people. Like that amend- 
ment, the twentieth is intended to 
make Congress, and the executive 
branch of Government as well, 
more quickly responsive to public 
opinion. 

What it does is this: The Con- 
gress elected in November of any 
year will meet on Jan. 3 of the next 
year. The President elected in No- 
vember will take office the follow- 
ing Jan. 20. 

The twentieth amendment also 
provides for the first time for suc- 
cession to the presidency if the 
President-elect dies or fails to 
qualify. The Vice-President-elect 
takes over until Congress provides 
for selection of a President, which 
it is given specific right to do, 
upon terms it is at liberty to pre- 
scribe. 

One more amendment is contem- 
plated by the Constitution mod- 
ernizers: Abolition of the Electo- 
ral College, so that the people may 
vote directly upon the President, 
and the election shall depend upon 
a straight national majority. It is 
possible now for the man with less 
than half the popular vote to win. 

Long Fight by Norris. 

Had the twentieth amendment 
been in force last October, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt would be in the 
White House today and the new 
Congress would be hard at work in 
place of the present gathering. But 
chaotic confusion would result from 
an immediate transfer, so the 
framers of the resolution provided 
for the Oct. 15 (following ratifica- 
tion) effective date. 

The old order was founded in the 
days of stage coach and horseback 
travel, when it took months for 
members from distant states to 
move themselves to the capital, and 
it took weeks at least for the elec- 
tion results to become known at 
the national center.

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Government Must Act. Un- 
der Treaty of 1924 and 
Not Tariff Act of 1930, 
Supreme Court Holds.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—The Su- 
preme Court ruled today that Brit- 
ish or Canadian liquor running 
vessels can not legally be board ed, 
searched and seized by Coast 
Guardsmen when more than one 
hour's sailing distance from the 
shore. 

The decision was handed down 


in a case brought by Frank Cook, 


a Canadian. 

Unusual interest attached to the 
decision because of frequent fric- 
tion arising from the search and 
seizure of Canadian and British 
vessels by Coast Guardsmen on the 
lookout for liquor runners. 

The court held that the treaty 
with Great Britain in 1924, which 
authorized the boarding of British 
vessels suspected of liquor smug- 
gling, if found within one hour’s 
sailing distance of American shores, 
superseded conflicting provisions of 
the tariff act of 1930. 

The United States has contended 
that under the 1930 tariff act, Coast 
Guardsmen were authorized to 
board British ‘vessels within four 
leagues (12 miles) of the coast.

Criticiam From Africa 

The hire of the cameramen was 
the largest item in the expense of 
the hunt, which altogether ang 
well over $2000.

Wright 
also paid the expense of preparing 
the camp on the island, and of 
maintaining more than 20 hunt- 
ers and camp followers there from 
Tuesday to Saturday of last week. 

Wright's first hunt was the sub- 
ject of criticism in a lead editorial 
in the East African Weekly Times, 
published at Nairobi in Kenya Col- 
ony. Wright had sent newspaper 
clippings about the hunt to the 
editor of the paper, and the editor 
in return utilized two columns in 
denouncing the abortive hunt. 

“No, Mr. Denver M. Wright,” he 
said in a closing paragraph, “that 
isn’t sport. If you want to hunt, 
leave the spiritiess circus animals 
alone, and come out to Kenya 
where the beasts are accustomed to 
fending for themselves, where they 
look upon man as their natural 
enemy, and where they will give 
you a jolly good scrap for your

RULING IN TOBACCO STOCK 


Jan. 23.—The 
Supreme Court today ruled the Fed- 
eral courts in New York State were 
right in declining to decide whether 
the plan under which the American 
Tobacco Co. in 1931 allotted 312,000 
shares of its common B stock for 
sale to employes at $25 each should 
be set aside. 

The Federal District Court for 
Southern New York dismissed the 
suit, holding it should have been 
brought in New Jersey where the 
corporation was organized. This 
ruling was affirmed by the court 
today, but Justice Stone dissented. 
The suit was brought by Richard 
Reid Rogers, who complained the 
stock at the time of the arrange- 
ment had a market value of $112 
and that much of it went to officers 
of the company.

REPAYMENTS MADE 
ON $317,000,000 


Banks and Trust Companies 
Receive Most of Money, 
or $850,000 000 a Yad Rail- 
roads Get $337,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Loans 
of $1,648,622,293 were made by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion during the first 11 months of 
its existence, the December re- 
port shows. Authorizations totaled 
$2,095,823,593. 

Repayments of loans have 
amounted to $317,288,072. The au- 
thorized capital of the corporation 
is $3,800,000,000, of which §$1,310,- 
000,000 in bonds were purchased by 
the United States Treasury, up to 
Dec. 31. 

Most of the loans were made 
under the section of the act, pro- 
viding funds to be lent to banks, 
railroads and other financial in- 
stitutions. There was 10,071 of 
these, aggregating $1,623,704,844. 

Banks and Trust Companies. 

Banks and trust companies, with 
5582 loans aggregating $850,882,060, 
ceceived most of the money. This 
class of borrowers has repaid $256,- 
284,353. Actual authorizations to 
banks totaled $949,858,000, of which 
$52,905,683 has been canceled or the 
request withdrawn, and $46,070,- 
255 remains to the credit of the 
borrowers. 

Sixty-two railroads received 104 
loans aggregating 3337, 485,093, of 
which $52,859,082 has not been dis- 
bursed and 311,839,563 has been 
repaid. 

The statement of cash disburse- 
ments by the corporation and re- 
payments to it to the close of busi- 
ness Dec. 31 shows the following: 

Disbursed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture in crop loans to 507,- 
632 farmers, $64,204,503; purchase of 
stock in home loan banks, $820,000; 
disbursed to banks, insurance com- 
panies, railroads, etc., $1,247,603,123: 
disbursed to self-liquidating proj- 
ects, $17,793,000; disbursed to states 
for relief purposes, $100,993,176; dis- 


bursed to finance orderly’ market- |: 


ing, $1,439,974, and disbursements to 
regional agricultural credit corpora- 
tions, $35,768,618. 

Repayments of Loans. 

Repayments have been received 
as follows: 

To the Secretary of Agriculture 
for crop loans, $16,707,081; by 
banks, insurance companies rail- 
roads, etc., $299,907,123; by. borrow- 
ers to finance orderly marketing, 
$115,457, and repayments to agri- 
cultural credit corporations, $558,- 
412. 

Authorizations include: Banks, 
insurance companies, railroads, etc., 
$1,623,704,844; relief loans to states, 
$146,328,288; to the Secretary Agri- 
culture for crop production loans 
$75,000,000; self-liquidating projects, 
$147,680,000; orderly marketing $54,- 
775,921; by agricultural credit cor- 
porations, $48,334,540. 

The report disclosed that the cor- 
poration will receive $148,000 of 
bonds of the Roanoke Rapids (N. 
C.) sanitary district; $45,000 bonds 
to Sanford, N. C., and $36,000 of 
notes of the Poinsett County (Ar- 
kansas) Drainage District No. 7. 
Actual purchase of these bonds and 
notes will be completed within a 
few days.

DUBLIN, Jan. 23.—Upon the re- 
sults of the general election, to be 
held tomorrow, forced upon 
Eamonn de Valera by the pitiless 
nomic warfare between the 

e State and Britain, will depend 
whether Ireland is to become, al- 
most immediately, a completely in- 
dependent state or is to remain in- 
definitely within the orbit of the 
British commonwealth of nations, 
After a decade of so-called inde- 
pendence Ireland today faces one 
of the most complicated political 
situations in her history. For the 
Irish voters the issue never has 
been clearer. The stakes never have 
been higher. They are patriotism 
and perhaps privation, versus par- 
tial political subserviency to King 
George and improved economic 
well-being (to a limited extent). 
Confronted with tariffs inaugu- 
rated by the British Government 
when he contested the annual land 
annuities and other payments re- 
quired under the Anglo-Irish treaty, 
President de Valera has been cor- 
nered within a year after he as- 
sumed direction of the Government. 
His reply has been characteristic— 
a counter attack in which the Fian- 
na Fail stands to win all or lose 
much. With Ireland’s best market 
and nearest customer literally “boy- 
cotting” Irish farm produce 
through a prohibitive tariff, De Va- 
lera could not continue for long 
fighting with one hand tied. Now 
he is asking carte blanche of the 
Irish electorate to make Ireland 
completely and absolute, inde- 
pendent, economically as well as 
politically, of Great Britain and her 
Commonwealth. 

De Valera’s Quick Strategy. 
Following an exceptionally re- 
alistic policy for a politician of his 
temperament, President de Valera 
worked a masterful bit of strategy 
when he dissolved the Dail (Par- 
liament) just as ex-President Cos- 
grave and his political allies were 
planning to take advantage of the 
economic distress and form a na- 
tional coalition to oppose De Va- 
lera’s Republicans. Such a com- 
bination might easily have upset 
the slim Fianna Fail majority of 
six in Parliament. 

Added to this political menace 
was the growing revolt among the 
farmers, lead by Frank MacDer- 
mott, an Independent Deputy. De 
Valera had to act quickly. His ma- 
jority, made possible by the support 
of seven Laborites, could not be 
expected to hold indefinitely. Fur- 
thermore, never was there a more 
propitious moment to appeal to the 
romantic and temperamental Irish 
peasant and worker than the pres- 
ent. With Britain’s tariff war, im- 
posed as a means of forcing the 
Irish to pay what they characterize 
as an “unfair tribute,” bringing 
considerable suffering upon the 
populace; with President de Valera 
being pilloried by London—rightly 
or wrongly; with external economic 
pressure being brought to force a 
political issue, and to drive the Re- 
publicans from office, the ordinary 
voter can see in the election only 
two sides—pro-British and anti- 
British. 

Ex-President Cosgrave, the Na- 
tionalists, Independents and other 
factions which oppose DeValera’s 
Republicans are being charged with 
being pro-British and anti-Repub- 
lican. No amount of election prop- 
aganda can ¢onvince the emotional 
farmers and peasants that a vote 
against De Valera is not a vote 
for King George. Cold reason does 
not count with Sinn Fein in an elec- 
tion—even if there is no food in the 
larder. 


De Valera Admits Aim. 

That separation from the British 
commonwealth is the ultimate aim 
of the Republicans was admitted 
by both De Valera and his co 
leagues at Geneva recently. The 
defaulting on land annuities (an an- 
nual payment of between 15 and 20 
million dollars) was only one of 
the steps towards separation. Abol- 
ishment of the oath of allegiance 
to King George came easily; oust- 
ing of the Governor-General, also 
was not difficult. Protesting against 
the annual “tribute” is yet to come 
to an issue. 

Britain’s “retaliation” 3 
from 30 per cent to 40 per cent ad 
valorem duties on Irish imports, 
supposedly to make good the de- 
faulted payments, seems to have 
played into De Valera’s hands.

Unemployment Dispute. 

Another count that the Repub- 
licans are bringing against Britain 
is the increase in unemployment. In 
the last 12 months unemployment 
has gained 241 per cent according 
to Employment Exchange statistics. 
A couple of. years ago when all the 
world was beginning to feel the 
pinch, Ireland alone appeared im- 
mune and her idle army was 
negligible. From 30,103 workless 
last January the number grew to 
102,227. as the year ended. 

Confronted with these factors the 
opposition lead by ex-President Cos- 
grave is blaming De Valera for all 
the trouble. The Republicans are 
blaming King George. 

Even as things stood it is doubt- 
ful if De Valera would have will- 
ingly consented to an election at 
this time had his hand not been 
forced. The Government was 
meeting the British duties on cat- 
tle and foodstuffs by granting a 
bounty of 12% per cent to export- 
ers. But even that was insuffi- 
cient. The common people, how- 
ever, were not discontented. They 
are better fed now than ever. Farm 
produce, unable to find export 
markets, floods the home market 
at prices lower than recorded in 
years. The common voter cannot 
work ‘up much sympathy for the 
suffering shopkeepers or for the 
big farmers who are the real vic- 
tims. At the present time the full 
effect of the drain on the treasury 
as a result of the artificial boun- 
ties has not been felt. 

Faced with the alternative of 
voting pro-British or anti-British, 
it is not hard to predict what tue 
South Irish peasants and farm 
workers will do. They are stanch 
Republicans, come what may. And 
since they are lfkely to have to 
draw in their belts anyway, they 
reason it is better to starve as free- 
men than as British economic vas- 
sals. 

Real Issues Are Clouded. 


To some extent the real issues 


are clouded. Everyone who speaks 


against the Republicans is damned 
as pro- British, even the patriotie 
and far-seeing Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin, Alfred Byrne, who is leading 
the “Commonwealth Group.” 


An important factor in the elec- 
tion may be the Republican Army, 
which has been allowed to perfect 
its organization under De Valera’s 
regime. This politico-military or- 
ganization is behind the anti-Brit- 
ish boycott. Its members are allow- 
ed to garry arms openly, a fact 
which tempts them to indulge in 
intimidation. Opposing the Ira is 
the new Comrades Association, 
composed of 50,000 Irishmen who 
bore arms under Sinn Fein banner 
and who are now determined to 
have personal liberty. 


If ex-President Cosgrave per- 
sists in his platform of “honorable 
peace” with Great Britain and re- 
sumption of normal trade relations 
he undoubtedably will draw a large 
conservative vote. But conserva- 
tives are in the minority. On the 
other hand De Valera’s romantic 
appeal against the “British tyrant 
who seeks to strangle the infant 
Free State” may bring a Repub- 
lican landslide, despite Cosgrave’s 
prediction of “Bolshevism” which 
he ‘says will follow. The Fianna 
Fail only needs to hold its own and 
absorb a few seats which the Labor 
Party is certain to lose to obtain 
the needed majority. Odds are even 
that De Valera will be the first 
political leader to go to the country 
since the world crisis began and be 
returned to office.

BRITAIN MAKING.

Interprets U. S. Note as

LONDON, Jan. 23—The Anglo- 
American conference at Washing- 
ton proposed by President-elect 
Roosevelt for early in March has 
been widened in scope to such an 
extent, according to the British in- 


terpretation of. an aide-memoire 
given by Secretary Stimson to the 
Ambassador at Washington, that 
the British Government has decid- 
ed to devote the utmost care to 
preparations for it. 

So important do Prime Minister 
MacDonald and his colleagues of 
the National Government a 
Roosevelt’s proposals that it was 
decided at today’s Cabinet session 
not to give formal consideration to 
the American proposals until the 
individual Cabinet members have 
had an opportunity to study the 
situation fully. 

Linking debts to general world 
economic problems, as Stimson’s in- 
vitation on behalf of Roosevelt 
does, is considered a major develop- 
ment in Anglo-American problems. 

The first problem arising is the 
exact nature of the mission which 
sent to 
Washington, whether it shall be 
made up of Cabinet members or 
economic experts or both, and fur- 
ther communication will be neces- 
sary between the Foreign Office 
and the Embassy at Washington. 


Stimson’s Announcement. 


The announcement today stated 
that the American communication 
said: “Mr. Roosevelt would be glad 
to receive representatives of the 
British Government at Washington 
early in March in order to discuss 
the British debts to the United 
States. Mr. Roosevelt wished it to 
be understood that discussions 
would be concurrent with, and con- 
ditional on, a discussion of world 
economic problems, and that rep- 
resentatives should also be sent to 
discuss methods of improving the 
world situation.” 

che first stage of the British ap- 
preach to the Washington confer- 
ence will be a detailed study by a 
special cabinet committee, includ- 
ing the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, of the whole problem of 
the American war debts in relation 
to the general world economic sit- 
uation. Only after this is complet- 
ed will there be a cabinet discus- 
sion and a decision on the general 
British policy at Washington. 

Opposition to Great Britain re- 
turning to the gold standard was 
expressed in today’s newspaper edi- 
torials after the week-end’s diges- 
tion of the proposed Anglo-Ameri- 
can debt negotiations. Comments 
were based on Washington dis- 
patches suggesting the United 
States may use the British debt as 
a bargaining weapon to force this 
country back on a gold basis. 

The London Times cordially wel- 
comed the American action but 
nevertheless shied at the idea of re- 
storing the gold standard.

Colonies and War Debts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
+ NOTICE many letters in this column 
I recently advocating an exchange of 
territory in payment of Europe’s debt to 
America. Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl’s sug- 
gestion was a case in po 3 

Statesmen. both foreign and American, 
consider such suggestions too utterly fan- 
tastic to even merit serious discussion. 
The truth of the matter is that nations 
value land above anything else. Rivers of 
blood and mines of gold have been poured 
out to secure possession of a few square 
miles of territory. It goes without say- 
ing that no nation will relinquish a 
square inch of territory unless physically 
forced to do so. England afid France 
have more territory than they know what 
to do with. The “have-nots” are Ger- 
many Italy and Japan. These three coun- 
tries have been casting monkey wrenches 
into the peace machinery of the world for 
the past two generations. 

England and France really want peace. 
They have been involved in so many wars 
because they wish to consolidate and pre- 
serve their empires—a perfectly natural 
thing to do. In case of war, they have 
much to lose and little to gain. The ter- 
ritories they gained as a result of the 
World War will turn out to be white ele- 
phants in the long run. The Allies really 
won a Pyrrhic victory. France and En- 
gland are all for peace at the present 
time, while the three other countries 
want things to remain in a chaotic, un- 
settled state. In case of an international 
imbroglio, they stand a chance to gain 
something therefrom. 

Shed no tears for Germany, Italy and 
Japan. They are responsible for their 
own woes, and nobody else. Italy and Ja- 
pan, loudly wailing for room fora rapidly 
swelling population, could solve half of 
this particular problem by adopting an 
enlightened, civilized birth-control policy. 
Far from doing so, these governments of- 
fer all sorts of inducements and honors 
to couples producing the most offspring. 

Italy, in particular, hasn't much of a 
kick coming in this respect. She is using 
South America as a dumping ground for 
excess population. In Buenos Aires alone, 
there are over 500,000 Italians. Indeed, 
a lot of the Franco-Italian friction is, at 
bottom, a contest for iꝗc privilege of be- 
ing the leader of the Pan-Latin move- 
ment in South America. 

Germany, it will be seen in the course 
of time, has come out of the war more fa- 
vorably than her “vanquishers.” Her ter- 
ritory was not invaded. She did not lose 
as many men as the Allies. She wiped 
out most of her debts by inflation. Her 
per capita debt is lower than America’s. 
France, with incomparably greater na- 
tural resources, actually possesses a lower 
standard of living than “bankrupt” Ger- 
many. The trouble with Germany is that 
she will not face realities and retrench 
as the rest of the world is doing. She is 
going in for bigger and more efficient 
machines at a time when most of the 
world’s present woes admittedly have 
been caused by the machine’s efficiency. 

As for the European debt, France and 
England possess islands at our very doors 
in the Caribbean Sea which they could 
very well cede to us without loss of pres- 
tige to themselves. For France and En- 
gland to hold these islands implies a fu- 
ture threat and designs upon the Panama 
Canal and America’s Monroe Doctrine. In 
case of war with these two countries, 
America could take the islands anyway, 
so why not cede them to us now? But of 
cours3 my idea, too, is too fantastic to 
merit serious consideration.

Would Abolish the Income Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE business depression cannot rea- 
sonably be expected to lift until the 
monstrous system of taxation which now 
crushes commerce and industry is abol- 
ished. - 

The income tax, which at first was very 
properly condemned as not being consti- 
tutional, has already taken 50 billions 
of dollars from the public, and totally 
without any justification in ethics. The 
argument behind this form of taxation 
has been that of the highwayman who 
takes wealth wherever he can find it. 
It does not pretend to render any mea- 
sured service in return. It involves in- 
quisitorial methods which are justly re- 
sented by a free people and, in effect, 
has been a vitally effective method 
killing the goose that laid the golden 
eggs. The easy collection of huge sums 
of money under this system is doubtless 
responsible for the easy and extravagant 
expenditures of the Federal Government 
in recent years. 

The income tax should be reduced 
steadily until it is finally abolished.

in the depression of wages and dividends, and shown 
that the former have suffered more than the latter. 
Now comes Paul H. Douglas in the World Tomorrow 
with a graphic demonstration of the thesis. Using 
gathered by the United States Bureau of La- 
bor tistics, he shows that wages dropped from the 
index figure of 100 in 1929 to 88 in the first nine 
months of 1932. In 1930, the first year of the de- 
pression, they fell 20 per cent, to the figure of 80; 
during 1931, they fell an additional 25 per cent, to 
the figure of 60. Today, they are more than 60 per 
cent off from the 1929 high. 
By way of vivid contrast with this downward 
plunge, Mr. Douglas, who is professor of industrial 
relations in the University of Chicago, reproduces the

Thus, while in 1930 wages dropped by 20 per cent, 
interest and dividend payments rose by nearly one 
billion dollars. In 1931, there was a drop in these 
payments, but they were still about 8 per cent higher 
than in 1929 and 87 per cent higher than in 1926. In 
1982, finally, while these payments will probably be 
less than in 1929, they will still be well above the 
1926 figure. 

In any rational economy, of course, a depression 

would result in cutting dividends before wages. Mr. 
Hoover evidently fofesaw what was coming, for in 
December, 1929, he called a meeting of leading in- 
dustrialists in an effort to stay wage reductions. It 
was a futile, if well-intentioned, act. Instead of tak- 
ing the large view that upon safeguarding the con- 
suming power of the great masses of people de- 
pended the only hope of resisting the depression, em- 
ployes soon were dismissed by wholesale, and those 
remaining had to take wage cuts or their equivalent, 
part-time employment. Meanwhile, the stockholders, 
representing a much smaller class and to whom, by 
and large, continued payments of dividends were not 
necessary for livelihood, continued to receive large 
sums. 
We realize this was not universally true; that many 
employers considered their workers first. We realize 
also that Prof. Douglas’ table includes fixed charges 
on bonded indebtedness, as well as dividends on com- 
mon stock. Nevertheless, there were so many flagrant 
examples of preferring stockholders to employes that 
we believe our generalization is justified. For in- 
stance, a study made by the Wall Street Journal of 
83 leading corporations in the industrial, public 
utility and railroad fields, showed that, while their 
earnings fell off from 1929 to 1930 from $2,121,000,000 
to $1,699,000,000, their dividends increased from $1,- 
225,000,000 to $1,330,000,000 in the same period. In 
other words, in face of a falling off in earnings of 
19.8 per cent, common stockholders received 5.9 per 
cent more. . 

Narrowing the discussion down to a single com- 
pany, the United States Steel Corporation earned 5 
cents a share on its common stock in the first quarter 
of 1931, yet paid a quarterly dividend of $1.75 on 
each of 8,700,000 shares outstanding. In the second 
quarter, because of a fortuitous sale of a plant at a 
$7,000,000 profit, the Steel Corporation was able to 
show a profit of 12 cents a share. The directors, July 
28, 1931, announced a reduction in the dividend rate 
from $1.75 to $1, but to pay the reduced rate it was 
again necessary to tap the company’s depleted sur- 
plus. They finally were compelled to omit the com- 
mon stock dividend entirely, but they are still paying 
a $7 annual dividend on the preferred. By this time, 
the corporation's surplus has been sadly depleted. 

From his study of the subject, Prof. Douglas is led 
to the following conclusions: 

American dividend and interest payments by 
corporations increased by approximately 73 per 
cent between 1926 and 1929, while total wage pay- 
ments in manufacturing remained stationary. 

In 1930 interest and dividends increased be- 
tween 13 and 14 per cent as compared with 1929, 
or to a height of 96 per cent above 1926, while 
wages in manufacturing were 20 per cent below 
their level for that year. 

In 1931 interest and dividend payments were 
still above those in 1929 and 87 per cent above 
those of 1926, while wage payments in manufac- 
turing were 40 per cent below their totals for 
both 1926 and 1929. 

While dividend and interest payments did begin 
to fall off in 1932, wages declined still more. 
While wages in manufacturing for the first nine 
months, from January to September, 1932, aver- 
aged less than 43 per cent of their totals in 1926 
and 1929, the dividend and interest payments 
were at a rate only 5 per cent below those of 
1929 and 64 per cent above those of 1926... . 

The folly of paying out dividends from surplus 
while, at the same time, discharging workers and cut- 
ting pay, is emphasized by the fact that some of the 
corporations which did so are today running to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation for loans. If 
there is one lesson above all others that should be 
learned from this depression, it is to preserve the goose 
that lays the golden egg, namely, the power of the 
masses of people to consume.

The novelist George Moore, who has just died in 
London at 80, was chronologically öt the Victorian 
era, but intellectually an Elizabethan. A . spirited 
youth who had spent his most impressionable years 
in the Paris of the rebellious 908 could scarcely 
have done otherwise than defy the stuffiness, the ab- 
surd conventions, the evasions of that stodgy English 
period.

He helped restore to 
English literature the clarity and honesty it had lost 
in the primly proper Victorian era. 

Since Moore was at variance with his time, his 
clashes with censors and moralists were many. His

THE REMEDY FOR CORPORATE ABUSES. 

A remedy must be found for the devastating abuses 
of corporations to which the Post-Dispatch has di- 
rected public attention. Good uniform state incor- 
poration laws would help greatly. That remedy, 
however, is uncertain and would take some time to 
bring about. The Post-Dispatch believes that the 


be a model Federal charter, required of all corpora. 
tions engaged in interstate commerce. 

A model Federal charter would not only protect 
the public from the frauds, swindles and reckless ex- 
pansion of capitalization, and sales of securities with- 
out basic value, but it would be an example to the 
states, especially such as Delaware, Maryland and 
Maine, which issue charters practically without re- 
strictions. It would enable the Federal Government 
to regtilate the organization and operation of corpora- 
tions doing business all over the United States under 


embrace nearly all the corporations in the country, as 
only a very few small concerns confine their business 
to one state. Corporations with Federal charters 
would be free to do business in all the states of the 
Union, complying of course with state laws in the 
transaction of business. 

The Constitution provides for the regulation of in- 
terstate commerce by the Federal Government. Cer- 
tainly that implies the control of corporations doing 
interstate business. Congress can certainly provide 
the conditions under which interstate business shall 
be transacted. One of them is the regulation of cor 
porate business. The plan we suggest differs from 
that suggested by Theodore Roosevelt when President, 
which was to issue Federal licenses to corporations 
and create a commission to advise them as to whether 
they were violating the anti-trust and other laws or 
not, to which there was very great opposition. It was 


commission regulating their acts in advance. 

Our plan is a simple Federal charter, placing proper 
restrictions on the powers and privileges of corpora- 
tions, compelling them to do business under reason- 
able and honest conditions, and to make public their 
prospectuses and business conditions at reasonable 
intervals. Under a good Federal charter with Fed- 
eral control, corporations would no longer be destruc- 
tive Frankensteins, such as some of them have become 
under a loose state incorporating act, issuing securi- 
ties at will, with little or no regard for basic values. 
Holding companies, the regulation of which is im- 
perative, would have to be organized and operated 
within the restrictions of the Federal law. There 
could not be any more Insull pyramids or others of the 
same kind, organized for the greedy profit of reck- 
less, plundering promoters, and entailing tremendous 
losses on deluded investors. 

We need not again repeat the tale of reckless un- 
limited capitalization indulged in by some corpora- 
tions, which has brought appalling losses to investors 
and impaired confidence in corporate management. It 
is a sorry tale, and includes evidence of dishonesty 
and recklessness which never should have been per- 
mitted to occur. The Senate is now investigating 
the Insull failure, and its attention has long been 
called to the evils and dangers of unregulated holding 
companies and interstate commerce corporations. Pre- 
vention is better than investigation. The public must 
be protected from the greed and danger of such op- 
erations. We repeat that we believe the simplest, 
most direct and effectual method of doing this is 
through a Federal charter for all corporations doing 
an interstate business. We urge the Senate to prompt 
consideration of this remedial action. 
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HOSPITALS IN THE DEPRESSION. 

It is a revealing report which the American Medical 
Association makes on the sorry plight of hospitals 
in the grip of the depression. During 1931, we learn, 
at least 110 institutions for the care of the ill and 
the infirm were forced to discharge their patients and 
to refuse to take any more. Statistics compiled by 
the association show that hospital earnings through- 
out the country have decreased upwards of 20 per 
cent, to say nothing of the falling off in income from 
endowments. At the same time, the number of pa- 
tients unable to pay for services continues to in- 
crease. The association estimates that, taking the 
country as a whole, one patient in three is in this 
class. So accepted a part of American existence are 
the hospitals that their function has come to be re- 
garded more or less a matter of routine. In the light 
of the information furnished by the American Med- 
ical Association, the uphill work of the men and 
women who manage and staff these institutions of 
mercy becomes little if any less than heroic in such 
a time as this. .

Monopolies, Ancient and Modern 


Mankind has been plagued by monopolistic control from day of Pharaohs to modern 
era; in Roman Empire and Middle Ages, privilege ruled industry; local monop- 
olies today are often worse than larger groups, more vulnerabie because of size;

ONOPOLY has plagued mankind for 
M some thousands of years. It has existed 

in various forms at different times, and 
in many forms at almost all times; and in 
varying degrees has oppressed the people 
of every age. In the ancient world, monop- 
oly dominated the economic life to an ex- 
traordinary degree—state monopolies, and 
occasional privileged monopolies, usually un- 
der complete domination by the state. . 

The Pharaohs of ancient Egypt, and tke 
Thinite monarchy as well, owned practical- 
ly all of the land and mines, exploited tl:e 
mines and carried on at least some of the 
trade, as state monopolies. The Phoenicians, 
too, are said to have carried on their trade 
through royal and privileged companies, 
somewhat as the English and French did in 
the late medieval period. In Ptolemaic 
Egypt, the King dominated everything, 
much as the Pharaohs had done. He owned 
the soil and the minerals, bought corn from 
the farmers at pone own price, stored it in 
state granaries, ahd shipped it to Alexandria 
on barges owned by the King or under 
strict stdte supervision. Ordinary revenues 
came partly from monopolies. 

In early Greek history, we find a very dif- 
ferent situation. Rugged individualists as 
they were, the Athenians enjoyed a far more 
democratic economic life than the other 
earlier states, and they doubtless suffered 
far less from state or other monopoly. 
Large-scale establishments with slaves were 
@ rare exception. 

The market places in early Athens were 
generally simple affairs, and monopoly was 
probably difficult to secure. The corn trade, 
extremely important to a people dependent

In the Middle Ages, the industrial world 
was dominated by privilege and monopoly;

“The discovery is one of the 
greatest and most important in the 
history of archeological research,” 
said Dr. James Henry Breasted of 
the Oriental Institute today when 
informed of it by Dr. Ernst Herz- 
feld, field director of the expedi- 
tion. “There has never been any 
discovery like it anywhere in West- 
érn Asia since archeological exca- 
vation began there almost a cen- 
tury ago.” 
The black marble palaces of Per- 
sepolis, legend says, were destroyed 
by fire 2263 years ago. Alexander 
the Great is said to have applied 
the torch to please one of his fa- 
vorites. 

Clay Dishes and Flint Knives. 


Digging into a huge mound, the 
archeologists found the ancient vil- 
lage not far from where stood Per- 
sepolis’ walls. 

Along a narrow street in the vil- 
lage stand the walls, of adobe, of 
the homes of the early people. In 
the walls are the earliest doors and 
windows ever found. 

There are clay dishes and flint

knives among the ruins. In some 
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of the earthenware dishes are 
bones that must have been from 
small domesticated animals cooked 
for food by the ancients. 

As for the art of the ancients, 
Dr. Herzfeld wrote, inside the walls 
still can be discerned mural deco- 
rations of red ochre water color. 
He told of exquisite polychrome de- 
signs and motifs painted on the 
pottery “far exceeding in beauty 
and age the crude and artistically 
insignificant potsherds of the stone 
age found in Babylonia.” 

From the relics of the village and 
the magnificent sculptures of Per- 
sepolis, the archeologists have 
traced the rise of an ancient civ- 
ilization. 

Panel of Reliefs 1000 Feet Long. 


The walls of the palaces which 
stood on the terrace of Persepolis, 
overlooking a great plain and en- 
circled by mountains,/ were of sun- 
dried brick, one step past the adobe 
of the village. The colonaded 
halls, the windows and the great 
doors of the palaces were done in 
black stone polished like ebony. 

On the black stone were sculp- 
tures—at one point a vast panel of 
reliefs five or six feet high and al- 
most 1000 feet long. Dr. Herzfeld 
said the carvings included inscrip- 
tions of historical importance. 

Speaking of the development of 
the sculptors who lived more than 
2000 years ago, Dr. Herzfeld told of 
an ensemble depicting palace 
guards, footmen, horsemen, chariots 
and charioteers. Each chariot 
wheel was held in place by a nail 
through the end of the axle. The 
nail was in the form of a beautiful- 
ly sculptured female figure, the face 
carved with the delicacy of a cameo 
on an area smaller than a postage 
stamp.

lance against his heart, one whis- 
pered, “Give no alarm and your 
life will be spared.”

No fighter has 
ever gone into a ring worse 
equipped than Tommy Lacking 
size, strength, speed, endurance and 
punch (the best defense) TLough- 
ran takes on all comers regardless 
of size or strength. 

Being very intelligent, Tommy 
is conscious of his physical short- 
comings. His is a rare type of con- 
scious physical courage; yet in his 
fight with Jack Sharkey, after he 
had been knocked down and re- 
lieved of his consciousness, he 
showed a decided lack of sub-con- 
scious or instinctive courage. 


Instead of waiting on one knee 
for the count of nine and resuming 
hostilities, he rose as soon as his 
strength permitted him and walked 
to his own corner, He was out. His 
action was instinctive. The referee, 
unaware of Tommy’s condition, be- 
lieved he had made the mistake of 
thinking the round was over.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Declar- 
ing that the national budget could 
not be balanced except on paper 
until the currency question fs set- 
tled, Senator Borah today assailed 
President Hoover’s advocacy of the 
sales tax, which he characterized as 
“a cruel proposal.” 

“T believe it is practically impos- 
sible to balance the national budget, 
and keep it balanced, until the tax- 
payers’ budget is considered,” de- 
clared the Republican Senator from 
Idaho. Continuing on his subject, 
he said: 

„Is there any way to bring about 
the latter until you devise a plan 
for increasing the prices of com- 
modities?. Is there any way to do 
that except through deflation, 
through adjustment of the money 
problem?” 

Puts Currency Problem First. 

“The question of balancing the 
budget is again being urged,” he 
added. “I venture the opinion that 
the budget will not, and cannot, be 
balanced except on paper, and that 
briefly, either now or under the in- 
coming administration, until we 
settle the currency question. It 
cannot be done any more than you 
can build a house upon a receding

recommending a general sales tax 
on all commodities except food and 
cheap clothing. He said this was 
the best available means of balanc- 
ing the budget. 

“With commodity prices near the 
bottom and still slowly falling, with 
the purchasing power of the masses 
near the minimum and still dimin- 
ishing, with taxes inereasing in 
amount but diminishing in returns, 
with the value of the dollar depre- 
ciating and mortgages and taxes 
responding accordingly, there is no 
such thing as balancing the budget 
except on paper and temporarily,” 
Borah replied. 

Blow Against Consumption. 

“The proposal has been made to 
cut Government expenses $500,000,- 
000. That is a wise proposal. It is 
then proposed to raise $500,000,000 
by increase of taxes, the sales tax. 
That is a cruel proposal, in the light 
of diminishing profits, falling prices 
and decrease of purchasing power. 
At a time when underconsumption 
is a malady which menaces our 
whole social structure, there can 
be no justification for aggravating 
the malady. 

“If we cannot stabilize prices, to 
lay on a sales tax which strikes at 
those least able to pay is to accentu- 
ate the fall in prices and discourage 
and decrease purchasing power. We 
are traveling in a vicious circle to- 
ward economic collapse. 

“In 1929 the national income was 
about $85.200,000,000; in 1932, about 
$37,500,000,000. Our national in- 
come now is about equal to the 
taxes of the people, city, state and 
national, together with the inter- 
est falling due on private indebted- 
ness. We have already reached the 
point when, measured against in- 
terest and taxes, the income of the 
nation is about zero. 

“To put a tax on the poorer peo- 
ple until we have done something to 
raise and stabilize the prices of 
commodities is not wise from an 
economic standpoint, and socially it 
is an iniquity. 

Price System Out of Balance. 

“At the present time we are on 
the gold standard in this country. 
The rest of the world, except 
France, which, owing to certain 
reasons not necessary to discuss 
here, does not affect greatly our sit- 
uation, is on a managed currency 
basis. While our dollar climbs in 
value, their currency is accommo- 
dated to their economic situation. 
The result is that we are not only 
losing our foreign markets, but we 
are losing our domestic markets. 

“Important lines of business are 
actually being closed because they 
cannot compete in the markets with 
the products coming in and delug- 
ing our home markets from coun- 
tries on a cheaper currency basis. 

“The fish business on the Pacific 
coast is being literally ruined. The 
countries off the gold standard are 
literally taking over the fish in- 
dustry. 

“The farmer also is feeling the 
effect of the competition in the 
same way. Other important lines 
of industry feel the effect of it. To

With 5-4-4-0 distribution, I favor 
the bidding of the suit or suits un- 
der the conditions and in the man- 
ner recently explained for weak 
hands. When the hand is strong, 
do not be too enthusiastic about 
your void suit, even when you have 
found a suit which the opening bid- 
der supports. There is not only 
danger but likelihood that there is 
an absolute duplication because 
your partner holds ace or ace-king 
of your void suit, 

Slams need aces, and they need 
the right aces when one partner 
has a void. With three well-gar- 
nished suits but no ace, I would not 
insist on a suit contract if my five- 
card suit were a minor. In fact, 
with no major suit as good as K 10 
x x, I would not even bid the minor 


suit as a take-out. 
Sp. Di. KiOxxx 
Hts. K1 0x Cl. QJxx 


would elicit a response of two dia- 
monds from me; but unless my 
partner now bid hearts, I would 
take or steer the declaration to 
three no trumps. Holding 


Sp. Di. Kixxx 

Hts. Qxxx Cl. Ki0xzx 

I would raise to two no trumps 
without bidding the diamonds. My 
partner must have spades under 
control, may even have five of 
them to the ace-king, and in that 
event the opponents may well hold 
four each, and that ig likely to be 
the natural opening leaa against 
him, provided I do not induce him 
to reveal the suit, as he is likély to 
do if I bid two diamonds and make 
that secondary bid of two spades so 
easy for him. If the bidding goes 
one no trump, two no trumps, three 
spades; now bid three no trumps, 
and who knows but what a dia- 
mond may be the blind opening 
lead? a 

With a Five-Card Major Suit. 


The discussion of the last few 
articles applies in exactly the same 
manner to major suits except 

First. With a singleton or void, 
bid the long major suit, as the hand 
may play more conveniently than 
in no trumps. In our considera- 
tion of very weak hands, I said 
that the best game hope is in no 
trumps when the opener disregards 
the weakness rebid and goes three 


no trumps. In connection with the 


well-above-minimum hands we are 
now dealing with, game is equally 
certain in either declaration, and 
in rubber play you should tend to 
take the declaration to four in the 
suit if-ever your partner supports 


secure and effortless. 
Second. In tournaments, the suit 
fit generally makes me still more 
eager to play for 35 points per 
trick instead of 30, providing that 
the bidding has not indicatéd that, 
apart from any danger in no 
trumps, it may be easier to make 
one more trick in the suit than in 
no trumps. A singleton does not 
affect this angle nearly so much as 
a void suit. It is then a question 
of ruffing out or cross-ruffing, not 
‘of obtaining discards, as nothing 
less than three discards will elim- 
inate the losers from a suit of four 
cards in which you have only one 
controlling high card. For the 
time being, I will merely mention 
the principle involved. Later we 
will have some tournament. hands 
illustrating these and othér points 
of advanced bidding and play.

Thyroid and Arthritis 


[> arthritis we have what is 


probably. the most important of 

the so-called chronic diseases. It 
is responsible for few deaths, but 
it causes much suffering and much 
economic loss. 

Many hypotheses have been ad- 
vanced to explain arthritis. Some 
maintain that infection plays an 
important role in effecting the crip- 
pling of the joints. Others. argue 
the disease is due to a neurogenic 
or nerve factor. 

Still others contend that arthritis 
may be due to disturbances in the 
glands of internal secretion. 

It does not follow, because there 
are so many theories advanced, 
that one must be right and the 
others wrong. Arthritis has many 
forms and may have many causes. 

The glandular hypothesis has 
much to support it. Particularly in 
women it has been frequently ob- 
served that menopause, i. e., change 
of lite, and disturbances in the 
function of the ovaries are fre- 
quently followed by the develop- 
ment of arthritic conditions. 

Recently, studies have been pre- 
sented to show that in disturbances 
of the thyroid, various joints in the 
body may undergo disease changes. 

Both in instances of hyperthy- 
roidism, where the thyroid over- 
functions, and in hypothyroidism, 
where the function of the thyroid 
is inadequate, disturbances in joints 
have been witnessed, and in reme- 
dying each of these conditions, im- 
provement in the joint condition 
followed. 

Reversing the approach to the 
problem, cases with arthritie in- 
volvements were studied, to deter- 
mine whether or not their thyroids 
were also involved. It was found

that an appreciable number had a 
mild degree of thyroid deficiency. 
The administration of thyroid in a 
number of these cases led to good 
results. 

Neediess to say, these reports 
cannot be taken as equivalent to 
the discovery of a remedy for arth- 
ritis. 

We cannot neglect the possible 
existence of foci of infection. Rest 
is important in treatment.
